“As the March term of the grand jury 
made an examination of the buildings and 
grounds of the county schools, it was not 
deemed necessary on account of other press- 
ing matters, to again go on an inspection 
tour. However, we have inspected the of- 
fice and records of Superintendent Jerre 
Wells, and find many interesting ‘facts. 
At present, the county is engaged in re- 
constructing the Hammond and Ben Hill 
achools, which will be ready for use by 
September. “Reconstruction of the schoo! 
building at Bolton has been passed up, but 
work will not begin until next year. ‘This 
is done in order not to exeeed appropriea- 
tions for this class of work for 1930. 

While on the subject of construction, it 
is interesting to note that during the last 
five years 70 per cent of the county schools 
have been rebuilt out of general appropria- 
tions and without bond issue of any kind. 

“The couyty has 37 white schools, 2 high 
achools and 19 negro schools. The approxt- 
mate value of school buildings is $1,322,500; 
land, $344,000; equipment, $160,000 The 
average cost per pupil is as follows: High 
school, 392,08; white elementary, $44.80: 
colored elementary, $18.42, or a general aver- 
age of $47.02 per pupil. Mr. Wells has 
been working the schools on the budget 
system, and in all instances stays within 

budget, sometimes even not expending 
all of it. The cgunty school superintendent’s 
office force consists of only three people, 
Mr. Wells, a stenographer and a file clerk, 
There are only three school supervisors, two 
white and one colored. 

All in all, the county schools seem to 
be in excellent condition and economically 
| administered.

Health Talks

CHRONIC ARSENIC POISONING 
IS PROBABLY MORE COM- 
MON THAN WE THINK. 
Dr. Arthur F. Kraetzer recently re- 
ported in the medical press a_ case 
of Raynaud's disease, if you know 
what I mean, and if you don't. never 
mind what I mean, in which chronic 
arsenic poisoning was diagnosed. Ap- 
propriate treatment for the arsenic 
poisoning not only cured that but 
apparently put an end to the Ray- 
naud’s disease, too. The extraordina- 
ry cure of the Raynaud's disease in 
this case led Dr. Kraetzer to suspect 
that chronie arsenic poisoning may 
be the cause in other cases of Ray- 

naud’s disease. 

How can a doctor tell whether a 
patient has chronic arsenic poisoning ? 
And how do people get poisoned in 
that way? : 

First, the doctor’s suspicion may be 
aroused by the symptoms or signs he 
observes in the examination.

WASHINGTON, July 3.—(4)—Re- 
tirement of Claudius Huston as re- 
publican national chairman again was 
forecast today in reports circulated 
widely among. party leaders. ; 

Both the White House and the re- 
publican national headquarters were 
silent, neither confirming nor deny- 
ing stories that President Hoover had 
decided definitely in favor of a change. 

There were indications that the con-. 
ference of party officials called by 
Huston for next Monday would be 
postponed indefinitely. Although the 
purpose of this meeting was not an- 
nounced, it was believed the chairman 
expected at that time to go ahead 
with plans for the off-year campaign. 
Announcement of the meeting aroused 
those who have been urging Huston’s 


retirement to redouble their pressure 
on the president. 


It has been the understanding 
among informed politicians that Hus- 
ton would not leave the chairmanship 
voluntarily, but would be willing to 
resign if Mr. Hoover requested it. 
‘Up to the present the president has 
refused to take that direct action. 

Recently Mr. Hoover circularized 
many party stalwarts throughout the 
country for their opinions on the ef- 
fect of the revelations before the sen- 
ate lobby committee showing Huston’s 
activities in the Tennessee River Im- 
provement Association and his deal- 
ings with brokers.

to use it for the good of other people. 
At the end of this year I am retirinz 
from publie office, and I may never 
again have an opportunity to benefit 
sO many people. 

“These prisoners are not felons. 
They are in jail simply for some 
minor misdemeanor, an infraction of 
city ordinances, which hundreds of 
people violate every day and escape 
with the payment of a small fine. 
They are human beings just as we are, 
and their offenses are not serious 
enough to prevent their being given 
their freedom on this gala occasion.” 

The statute under which the mayor 
pro tem acted in his wholesale pardon 
action follows: 

“The mayor, or in his absence or 
inability, the mayor pro tem., shall 
be authorized upon a proper case made 
and in his discretion to remit a por- 
tion or all of the penalty imposed by 
the recorder for violation of city ordi- 
nances: Provided if the fine in any 
case is $50 or less, or the sentence to 
imprisonment for less than 30 days, 
the mayor shall not entertain any ap- 
plication for executive clemency un- 
less the petition is accompanied by 
written recommendation from the re- 
corder or court trying the case.” 

Examination of police court records 
Thursday night showed, it is said, that 
more than half of the prisoners re- 
leased came within the purview of the 
restriction in the code which requires, 
before clemency may be extended, the 
written recommendation of the re- 


corder. 
Mayson’s Opinion. 

City Attorney James L. Mayson, 
when informed of the Couch order, 
said that the acting mayor was with- 
in his executive authority in releasi 
those whose fines were in excess 0 
$50 or whose original sentences were 
for a longer period than 30 days.

All 12 candidates for the three Ful- 
ton county seats in the lower house of 
the Georgia general assembly Thurs- 
day signed a compact agreeing not to 
employ paid workers in the campaign. 

Binding themselves also to a time 
limit of 10 minutes for each candi- 
date’s speech, the aspirants for legis- 
lative honors also agreed to limit the 
total number of public meetings to 
14—with an alphabetical arrangement 
of priority in appearance of the can- 
didates to succeed Luther Still, Miss 
Bessie Kempton and Dr. Brown. 

The candidates, V. E. Adams, 
Jesse B. Simmons, Don Johnston, M. 
G. Hicks, Johnny J. Jones, E. E il- 
lips, Swift Tyler. Jr., Bond Almand, 
William G. McRae, Luther Still, J? 
O. Wood and Georga A. Eckford, in- 
cluded in the contract a provision that 
they would bear their pro rata expense 
of the auditoriums they use. 

The full text of the agreement fol- 
lows: 

“We, the undersigned candidates for 
representative from Fulton county in 
the general assembly of Georgia, sub- 
ject to the democratié primary to be 
held in said county on September 10, 
1930, desiring to run an economical 
and orderly campaign, and yet desirin 
to give the voters of Fulton coun 
an opportunity to see and hear us in 
order that they may not be forced to 
go to the polls and vote blindly as to 
what we stand for, and for and in con- 
sideration of the mutual promises of 
one to another, and of the mutual ben- 
efits therefrom to each other, hereby 
make and enter into the following 
agreement:

“We further agree that we will

county shall be permitted to speak 
at any of our meetings until all 12 
candidates for representative shall 
have spoken or had an opportunity to 
speak.

WASHINGTON, July 3.— (Spe- 
eial.)—In an effort to relieve unem- 
ployment conditions throughout the 
country both houses of congress passed 
a resolution today sponsored jointly 
by Representative Thomas M. Bell 
and Senator Walter F. George, of 
Georgia, calling on the federal build- 
ing commission to expedite as fast as 
possible all work on public construc- 
tion projects. 

It was regarded as a parliamentary 
tribute to the two Georgia members 
that action on the resolution was

With all their list of stars it may interest you to know that only one 
home-bred professional has won the open golf championship of the 
United States since 1922. That was Johnny Farrell, who reached the 
front at Olympia fields in 1928. Only two home-breds have won in the 
last 10 years—Sarazen and.Farrell. Only three have won since Jack 
McDermott’s day back in 1912—Hagen, Sarazen and Farrell, 

On this next occasion at Interlachen, the home-bred profes- 
sionals will make a terrific effort to break through again. Among 
their stars who will step into action are Walter Hagen, Johnny 
Farrell, Gene Sarazen, Horton Smith, Leo Diegel, Al Espinosa, Ed 
Dudley, Whiffy Cox and a longer line of younger entries who came 
up as caddies and who, in the last year or so, have been improv- 
ing in spectacular fashion. 

What are their chances this time? 

Hagen—around 38 years of age, who first won at Midlothian in 1914, 
to repeat in 1919 at Braeburn and miss the mark over here since that 
date with four British triumphs as a soothing antidote. Hagen, always a 
great competitor, has just completed a tour of Australia and Japan. His 
play fell away last winter, but he is always dangerous.

GEORGIA HAS 255,598 
FARMS IN OPERATION 


There are 255,598 farms actively 
operated in the state of Georgia, ac- 
‘cording to preliminary estimates re- 
leased by the federal census bureau 
and compiled by the state department 


of agriculture. 

The preliminary figures indicate an 
increase of. more than 6,500 farms 
since 1925, where there were 249,095. 
In 1920, however, there were 270,626 
farms in the state and in 1910 there 
were 259,185. 

The total acreage in the state is 
37,524,000 acres, of which 3,849,000 
are devoted to pasture lands. Field 
crops in 1929 occupied 9, 476,240 
acres. Cities, towns, woodlands and 
wild lands take up 11,500,000 acres. 

The 1929 state tax digest’ lists 34,- 
350,442 acres in the state as improved 
lands, with a value of $298,068,837 for 
tax purposes. It also lists 1,071,775 
additional acres as wild lands, valued 
at $1,948,123.

“The significance of the treaty lies 
in the fact that the three leading na- 
val powers, for the first time, obli- 
gate themselves by treaty to limit 
ships of war by categories. even if the 
limitation is contingent. This must be 
regarded as an advance towards ac 
tual reduction in naval armament and 
consequent. reduction in taxation. Ip 
this view it is a gain for peacé. 

“This is the basis of my vote in 
committee to report favorably the 
treaty and of my decision to vote for 
its ratification in the senate.”

GLASGOW, Scotland, July 3. 
Some of the bonny bonny banks of 
Loch Lomond are going a’begging. 

The government doesn’t want them, 


or, that is, would rather have the 


cash, and the private offers of pros- 
pective customers have seemed to the 
owner, the Duke of Montrose, much, 
very much too low. 

Yesterday he did not receive a 
single bid at a public auction for 
25,000 acres of some of the most 
famous land in Scotland, including 
the historie isles in Loch Lomond, 
Ben Omond and Inversnaid. 

The situation is that the duke, who 
is 52 years old and the sixth to hold 
his title, foresees the day when he 
will die and the British death duties 
will exact their tremendous toll of his 
estate, which with 155,000 acres is 
long on real estate and short on cash. 

It was his idea first to give the gov- 
ernment acreage of value equivalent 
to the prospective duties but the gov- 
ernment, headed by Ramsay MacDon- 
ald, who is a Scottish gentleman him- 
self, refused the offer, although buy- 
ing three sheep farms at Kintry, 
Stirlingshire, comprising 7,000 acres. 

The opposition twitted the ministry 
in vain, pointing out that the offer 
presented a splendid opportunity to 
test out avowed socialistic principles 
of nationalization of land. 


The duke then asked for private of- 


fers for the land but found all ex- 
cept for two small plots inadequat 
Today there is still 25,000 acres of 
the original parcel—containing some 
of the most beautiful scenery in the 
world—for which no buyer has been 
found.

NEW ICE ORDINANCE 


cil Thursday prepared to recommend 
repeal of ‘an ice scoring ord*hance 
passed last December by council and 
said to have reacted to force the small 
dealer out of business, Councilman 
John A. White declared he will offer 
an ordinnance at council’s session 
Monday seeking to foree vendors to 
weigh each sale, and Councilman 
George Lyle stated he will attempt to 
raise the price of water to ice man- 
ufacturers. 

Since the 5 per cent increase in the 
price of ice which was made effective 
Sunday, there has been a violent re- 
action and Councilman Joseph E. Ber- 
man, of the fourth ward, has an- 
nounced that he will ask council at 
its Monday session to set up a com- 
mittee of five from council seeking 
to determine whether au illegal com- 
bine exists to control the price of ice 
here. 

The scoring ordinance which was 
passed provides that the ice shall be 
scored in 25 pound blocks and that 
smaller quantities shall not be sold. 
If it is repealed, small peddlers can 
vend icé. 

One of the indictments against 
Walter C. Taylor, former city clerk, 
charged him with receiving $3,000 as 
a bribe for.securing the passage of 
the scoring ordinance. 

Text of the White resolution fol- 
lows: 

“An ordinance regulating the sale of 
ice within the city limits of the 
borough of Atlanta, Ga., and provid- 
ing a penalty for violation of same. 

“Be it ordained by the mayor and 
general council of the city of Atlanta 


borough, and it is hereby ordained by 


‘authority of same. 


“Section 1. From and after fifteen 
(15) days of the 
ordinance, it shall be unlawful for 


uny persons, firms. or corporations, 


to offer for sale, within the city limits 
of the borough of Atlanta, ice to 


first weighing same, some standard 
make of scales to be used for Said 
purposes, the purpose and intent of 
this ordinance being to see that the 
people get the amount of ice in weight 
they pay for; in other words, if they 
pay for one hundred pounds, the same 
shall be delivered to them, and to pro- 
tect them from being given short 
weights. 

„Sec. 2. The inspector of weights 
and measures shall have full author- 
ity to test all scales, and make cases 
against any persons, firms or corpora- 
tions violating same, likewise the po- 
lice department shall have full author- 
ity to make cases for any violations 
contained in this ordinance. _ 

“Sec. 3. Any persons, firms, or 
corporations violating the provisions 
of this ordinance shall be deemed guil- 
ty of an offense and upon conviction 
in the recorder's court shall be fined 
not less than $200 or sentenced to 30 
days in the city stockade, either or 
both penalties to be inflicted at the 
discretion of the recorder. 

“See, 4. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances in conflict with this ordi- 
nance he and the same are hereby re- 
pealed.” 

Declaring that the consumer is 
forced, under the present system of 
vending, to absorb all the shrinkage 
and that it is unfair and discrimina- 
tory at a time when people of Atlanta 
must purchase large quantities of ice, 
Mr. White and Mr. Lyle announced 
their respective plans. 

Ice companies, the same as all 


other wholesale consumers, pay $1 net 
for the first 800 eubie feet of water; 
20 cents net per 100 eubie feet for the 
next succeeding 4,200 cubic feet; 15 
cents net for the next 5,000; and 13 
and 11 cents per 100 cubic feet for 
the next succeeding 5,000 cubic feet. 

For all in excess of 20,000 cubic 
feet per month, a charge of only 9 
cents per 100 is charged.

of ight from the outset the wheat 
market here went down grade, accel- 
erated by the fact that Liverpool 
prices today were altogether out of 
line with yesterday's advance on this 
side of the Atlantic. In this con- 
nection, reports were at hand that es- 
timates of crop damage in France had 
heen exaggerated, and that the French 
carryover of old wheat from last year 
ia figured by some authorities at as 
high as 56,000,000 bushels. Under 
such circumstances, wheat imports by 
France this season would hardly be 
much in excess of the usual amount. 

Notwithstanding considerable even- 
ing-up of accounts so as to prepare 
for any surprise developments during 
the triple holiday period which begins 
tomorrow, wheat prices at no time 
today showed rallying power of much 
consequence. On the contrary, rains 
in Canada and in domestic parts of 
the spirng wheat belt, together with 
reports that the present outlook is for 
a fine crop of spring wheat in the 
United States except west of the Mis- 
souri river, gave further continued in- 
eentive to the selling side of the mar- 
ket. Yields of newly harvested do- 
mestie winter wheat were meanwhile 
being reported as surpassing recent 
expectation, both in soft winter wheat 
territory and in the west and south- 
west as well. Revised unofficial esti- 
mates for Kansas were 135,000,000 to 
140,000,000 bushels, Oklahoma 40. 
000,000 and Texas 30,000,000, with 
the quality of the crop distinctly 
above average. 

Corn and oats slid down with 
wheat, oats establishing a new low- 
price record for the season.

Next came the news that the bank- 
ing syndicate underwri‘ing the new 
German reparation 5 1-2 per cent 
bonds had dissolved with the price of 
the bonds dropping in the 1 mar- 
ket to 88 1-4. This is the first time 
these bonds have sold under the ol. 
fering price of 90. The offering of 
the $95,000,000 bonds was made on 
June 13, with the first transaction 
in the open market 91 and with 91 1-1 
touched that day. Considerable sur- 
prise was expressed in Wall Street 
that the life of the underwriting syn- 
dicate lasted only three weeks. The 
bonds floated in other countries quick- 
ly dropped below the offering price. 

Chrysler Cuts Salaries. 

Next Chrysler Motor announced that 
salaries of employes had been reduced 
10 per cent. It was officially ex- 
plained that this action was consistent 
with the retrenchment policy which 
current depression in business de- 
mands. Labor has already contribut- 
ed substantially through reduced work- 
ing hours and it is felt to be only 
fair that salaried employes should bear 
some of the burden. 

Then Wall Street learned that a re-

While our unit sales for the 
first half of the year were, 15,000 
greater than for a like period of 1929, 
our earnings were affected by a large 
number of repossessions. This factor 
together with charges incident to read- 
justment of sales and operating yolicy 
to present day requirements more 
than absorbed profits of the earlier 
months of the year. 


Dividends Reduced. 

Several automobile and radio com- 
panies selling goods on the installment 
plan have reduced or passed dividends 
so far this year. Eureka Vacuum 
Cleaner, however, is the first to state 
that repossessions have been large 
and that selling policy has been re- 
adjusted. 

General Electric announced ‘oday 
that for the second quarter new orders 
booked amounted to $99,916,000 
against $119,351.000 for the corre- 
sponding period of 1929. For the first 
half of the year the figures are $190,- 
000,000 against $220,000,000 for the 
first six months of 1929. 

Automotive exports for May 
amounted to $31,916,000, it was an- 
nounced at Washington, against $45,- 
264,000 for May of 1929. For the five 
months this business ran to 6172, 
978,000 against $299,399,000 for the 
first five months of last year. 

Wall Street approved of the state- 
ment made by the department of agri- 
culture that if wheat-raising is to be 
profitable to farmers during the next 
six or ten years, acreage must be cut 
down. The feeling here, however, is 
that the foregoing warning was made 
necessary partly because of the ac- 
tivities of the farm board, which have 
stimulated production. 


COTTONSEED MEN 
TOLDINDUSTRY LL 


BILOXI, Miss., July 3.—()—Two 
needs for the cotton seed industry in 
the south, better grading and the reg- 
ular dissemination of market reports, 
were pointed out here today by Earl 
S. Haines, of Memphis, executive sec- 
retary of the National Cotton Seed 
Products Association, in addressing 
the convention of cotton seed oil men 
from Mississippi, Alabama and Ten- 
nessee. 


Mr. Haines suggested an appropria- 
tion of $150,000 by the federal gov- 
ernmbent as adequate to carry out the 
provisions of the cotton seed grading 
and market reporting bill. | 


“The most amazing fact in the whol 
agricultural situation in this country 
today.“ said Mr. Haines, is that the 
leading seed crop of the south, cotton 
seed and the fourth largest seed crop 
produced in the United States, has 
been marketed without standard gindes 
and without adequate daily informa- 
tion on market value. 

“Although this important crop 
brought the southern farmers $233,- 
500,000 last year, according to govern- 
ment figures, the agricultural outcome 
should be increased on this crop from 
27 to 50 million dollars a year by im- 
provement in the quality of seed. 

“The elimination of speculation and 
manipulation that would undoubtedly 
result from the establishment of ade- 
quate systems of evaluating or grading 
the seed and broadcasting competitive 
prices also is necessary. 

“Under such an antiquated system 
and with no scientific determination of 
the oil and protein content of the seed 
and without the broadcasting of daily 
market reports such as has been estab- 
lished in practically all other farm 
products speculation naturally is en- 
couraging and the producer probably 
has not gotten in all cases what his 
seed has really been worth.”

With 255,598 Farms

“We regret,” Bishop Cannon con- 
tinued, “that many of the outstand- 
ing leaders of one of the great reli- 
gious. bodies of the country are se- 
verely criticizing and denouncing the 
prohibition law and throwing their in- 
fluence against efforts of the presi- 
dent to secure its effective. enforce- 
ment.”

These ar- 
ticles, the French believe, were des- 
tined for American consumption, and 
created a sensation in the French 
press, which commented that the 
ticles were the result of calm am 
sober reflection, and thus evidently 
are final. 

Bailby,. for example, takes Mus- 
solini’s statement that treaty. revision 
is an absolute prerequisite to a Euro- 
pean federation to mean that Italy, 
Germany, Austria, Hungary and Bul- 
garia—the defeated nations in the 
great war—intend to utilize Article 
XIX in the League of Nations’ pact, 
and to arouse sympathy in the Unit- 
ed States and South America through 
a steady stream of propaganda. 

Meanwhile, the newspaper Le 
Temps, reiterated France is not re- 
sponsible for delays in reapproach- 
ment with the defeated countries of 
Europe, but adds that the political 
questions relating to Tunisia and Lib- 
ya must be settled before the purely 
technical naval problems can be tak- 
en up. 

Italy now is willing to resume dip- 
lomatic conversations regarding these 
political questions, the French am- 
bassador to Rome, Maurice De Beau- 
marchais, told Briand today. 

It was understood De Beaumar- 
chais would be instructed to return 
to Rome shortly to continue the con- 
versations designed to end the Franco- 
Italian naval parlies and permit sign- 
ing the treaty started during the 
naval conference at London. 


Court Power Brings

NEW YORK, July 3.—(#)—A for- 
gotten provision of the children’s court 
act of 1925 has been invoked by Jus-

She expressed belief that 
the men were slain because of jealousy 
over Dorland’s association with her. 

Police placed little credence in the 
jealousy theory, however. 

The woman is the widow of Henry 
(Pop a Daisy) Conners, who was 
shot to death about eight months ago 
in the C. & O. cafe at 509 North 
Clark street, Moran territory. He was 
known as a petty politician and 
racketeer.
